After  his  White  House  meet- 
ing with  the  President,  McNam- 
ara was  asked  about  the  possi- 
bility or  need  of  carrying  the 
war  into  North  Viet  Nam  or 
sending  more  American  soldiers 
to  South  Viet  Nam.  He  said 
these  steps  were  not  now  cur- 
rently indicated  and  represent- 
ed decisions  which  would  have 
to  be  made  if  the  situation 
changed  extensively. 

SHORTY  AFTER  MCNAM- 
ARA’S return  from  his  South 
Viet  Nam  inspection  tour.  Chair- 
man Thomas  E.  Morgan  of  the 
House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee 
said  that  if  the  Pentagon  chief 
recommends  to  the  President  that 
more  money  is  needed  for  the, 
Viet  Nam,  he  would  gladly 
support  such  a request  on  he 
House  floor.” 

But  the  Pennsylvania  Demo- 


crat said  that  for  the  present  he 
is  opposing  a move  by  Rep.  Wil- 
liam S.  Broomfield,  R-Mich.,  to 
increase  the  South  Viet  Nam  au- 
thorization recommended  by  the 
administration. 

THE  COMMITTEE  THUS  far 
has  rejected  all  efforts  to  either 
cut  or  increase  the  S3.4  billion 
foreign  and  program  asked  by 
Johnson. 

Broomfield  noted  that  McNam- 
ara under  questioning  by  the 
commitee  had  conceded  that  the 
11  billion  in  arms  aid  asked  by 
the  President  was  not  enough 
to  do  the  “optimum”  job  of  free 
world  arms  assistance.  The  de- 
fense secretary  said  the  admin- 
istration had  limited  the  request 
to  that  figure  on  the  assumption 
Congress  would  refuse  t6  vote 
more. 

MCNAMAR.A  AND  GEN.  Max- 
well D.,  Taylor,  chairman  of  the 
Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff,  conferred 
for  more  than  an  hour  and  a 
half  with  Johnson,  discussing 
moves  to  step  up  both  economic 
and  military  assistance  to  the 
South  Vietnamese  government.

There  are  those  who  are  in 
agreement  with  her  philosophy  in 
part  or  whole,  those  who  are 
belligerently  antagonistic  toward 
her  philosophy,  and  those  who 
I'.r.ow  little  about  it  but  know 
that  the  name  Ayn  Rand  stands 
for  something  which  is  challeng- 
ing the  precepts  of  our  culture. 
What  is  the  reason  for  the  extra- 
ordinary popularity  and  influence 
of  Ayn  Rand?- 

NATHANIEL  BRANDEN  in 
his  part  of  the  book,  Who  Is 
Ayn  Rand?,  has  attempted  to 
answer  this  question.  He  has 
given  the  reader  an  analysis  of 
Objectivism  which  is  invaluable 
to  those  who  enjoy  Ayn  Rand’s 
novels  and  to  those  who  are 
violently  opposed.  Mr.  Branden 
has  divided  his  discussion  into 
three  parts: 

In  the  first  section,  entitled 
‘‘The  Moral  Revolution  in  Atlas 


psychological  philosophy  and  then 
proceeds  to  develop  his  theory  of 
rpental  illness  and  indicate  and  ■ 
absolute  standard  of  mental 
health. 

The  last  section  written  by  Mr. 
Branden.  “The  Literary  Method 
of  Ayn  Rand,”  analyses  Ayn 
Rand’s  view  of  literature  con- 
trasting it  with  those  of  Natural- 
ism and  Romanticism.  He  quotes 
Miss  Rand  as  saying,  “I  decided 
to  become  a writer^not  in  order 
to  save  the  world,  nor  my  fellow 
men — but  for  the  simple,  person- 
al, selfish,  egotistical  happiness  of 
creating  the  kind  of  men  and 
events  I could  like,  respect  and 
admire.”  This  is  the  key  which 
unlocks  the  mystery  of  Ayn 
Rand’s  literary  method. 

THE  TITLE  ESSAY,  “Who  Is 
Ayn  Rand?,”  written  by  Mrs. 
Barbara  Branden  traces  the  intel- 
lectual growth  of  Miss  Rand..  Mrs. 
Branden  has  done  an  excellent 
job  in  giving  the  reader  an  under- 
standing of  the  influences  which 
helped  Miss  Rand  develop  intel- 
lectually. 

Who  Is  Ayn  Rand?  is  enlight- 
ening to  those  who  do  not  know 
much  about  Ayn  Rand  and  valu- 
able to  those  who  do  not  agree 
with  her  philosophy,  but  it  is  in- 
calculably indispensable  for  those 
who  enjoy  her  novels  and  philos- 
ophv.

4.  Who  can  say  that  Poulson 
won’t  be  found  “sane”  in  a few 
years,  freed,  and  commit  an  even 
more  henious  atrocity?

Campus  Opera  lovers  have  en- 
joyed the  currently  playing 
Verdi’s  “Rigoletto.”  Orchestra 
and  singers,  welded  together 
under  the  dynamic  direction  of 
Ralph  Laycock,  soar  through  fro- 
lic, jesting,  anger,  cursing,  love, 
secrets,  saddness,  and  tragedy  as 
the  English  libretto  artily  unfolds 
the  plot. 

CURTAIN  rises  on  a scene  of 
court  room  gaiety  as  the  dancers 
under  the  supervision  of  Linda 
Vernon  set  the  mood  of  the  ball.

“We  are  all  our  brothers’  keep- 
ers,” said  Ed  Schmidt,  chairman 
of  the  1^64-65  Honor  Council.  "If 
we  knew  someone  was  going  to 
drive  over  a 'cliff  and  be  injured 
for  life,  we’d  try  to  prevent  him 
from  doing  so.  The  same  reason- 
ing applies  to  referring  a class- 
mate or  acquaintance  to  the  Hon- 
or Council  for  smoking  or  cheat- 
ing.” 

What  would  one’s  future  be 
worth  if  he  had  been  dishonest 
in  his  class  work?  Would  he  be 
sure  of  himself  and  deserving  of 
the  trust  of  others  as  a pilot, 
surgeon,  or  lawyer  if  he  had 
cheated  his  way  through  gradu- 
ate school?  How  could  one  teach 
his  children  to  have  integrity  if 
be  himself  had  been  dishonest  in 
his  dealings  in  college  and  in  bus- 
iness? 

The  procedure  for  referring  a 
person  to  the  Honor  Council  be- 
gins with  dialing  Ext.  2030.  It  is 
preferred  to  have  the  person  call- 
ing give  his  name  but  not  mand- 
atory. A letter  is  then  sent  to 
the  referral  in  a plain  envelope 
asking  him  to  meet  with  a mem- 
ber of  the  Honor  Council  ac  an 
appointed  time.  There  will  be 
subsequent  meetings  as  the 
counselor  feels  is  necessary. 

No  letter  is  sent  to  the  parents 
unless  the  students  attitude  is 
bad,  he ’‘is  not  responding,  or  it 
is  extremely  necessary.  The  stu- 
dent must  also  be  under  21  and 
not  nxarried.  The  Council  feels 
that  the  student  himself  can  bet-, 
ter  approach  his  parents  and  en- 
courage him  to  do  so. 

The  members  of  the  Honor 
Council  do  not  enjoy  or  get  any 
personal  satisfaction  out  of  put- 
ting a student  on  probation.  This 
step  is  taken  only  if  the  student’s 
attiLude  is  poor.  The  majority  of 
referrals  have  a great  change  of 
attitude,  according  to  Don  Mc- 
Cracken, council  member. 

Everything  concerned  with  a 
student’s  being  referred  is  kept 
confidential.  Each  name  is  kept 
in  a locked  file. 

“As  Honor  Coyncil  members, 
we’re  not  perfect.  We’re  all  mem- 
bers of  the  studentbody  at  BYU 
and  in  this  learning  process  to- 
gether,” said  Mr.  Schmidt.  “No 
one  is  being  judged.” 

The  ' Honor  Council  will  be 
moving  into  the  new  “Y”  Center 
May  25.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  apply  for  positions  on  the 
Honor  Council  in  the  fall.

Cries  of  “Ride  ’em  Cowboy”  will  fill  the  air  this 
eekend  as  the  chutes  open  and  a BYU  ‘cowpoke  bursts 
to  the  arena  on  the  back  of  a. buckin’  bronc. 

The  Rodeo  is  one  of  the  most  colorful  events  typi- 
ying  the  west  as  it  was  and  is.  No  sport  is  quite  so 
dangerous  and  surely  no  other  can 
:|  supply  the'  electric  thrill  that  passes 
y througli  the  audience  when  the  chute 
g opens  into  the  arena.  And  no  doubt, 
T anyone  who  has  ever  seen  a rodeo  has 
® had  at  least  a fleeting  ambition  to  join 
the  wranglers  in  the  arena. 

For  the  little  shaver,  no  amount 
of  persuasion  can  change  his  mind, 
it’s  an  easy  decision  to  want  to  be  a 
cowboy  . . . and  seldom  does  he  vary 
when  his  sights  are  set.  The  aspirant 
from  rodeo  country  knows  just  where  he  wants  to 
go.  He  knows  what  the  belt  buckle  looks  like. 

It's  A Rough  Road 

But  the  road  for  the  rodeo  cowboy’s  a rough  one. 
'here  are  nights  after  a man  rides  his  stock,  or  ropes 
calf,  or  wrestles  a steer,  when  there’s  barely  time 
riving  all  night  and  far  into  the  next  day — to  get  to 
next  rodeo.  Tired  and  sometimes  sore,  he  piles  into 
car,  hammers  out  the  miles — often  faster  than  is  wise 
•and  pulls  into  the  next  rodeo  town  with  scant  min- 
ites  to  spare. 

No  other  athletes  are  as  independent.  But  with 
this  independence  comes  the  harrowing  details  and 
annoying  small  things  which  must  be  done  by  the 
cowboys  themselves.  Calling  in  to  a rodeo  ahead. 
Finding  out  when  he  is  “up”  and  then  getting  there. 

No  managers,  coaches,  or  trainers.  If  a knee  is 
wrenched,  it’s  up  to  him  to  try  and  find  a doctor 
or  get  an  ace  bandage  and  wrap  it  up  himself. 

You’ve  Gotta  Wear  the  Buckle 

Cowboys  tend  to  belittle  titles.  Their  usual  cry  is, 
'We’re  in  it  for  the  loot.”  However,  there’s  been  in- 
tances  where  a cowboy  has  spent  two  dollars  to  win 
me,  in  order  to  wear  the  buckle. 

And  when  it  comes  to  sportsmanship,  no  one 
surpasses  the  rodeo  wrangler.  Often  one  sees  a 
cowboy  giving  tips  to  a man  who  will  in  a few 
moments  be  riding  out  trying  to  win  the  same 
money  he  himself  is  working  for  . . . and  when  the 
tables  are  turned  the  other  cowboy  does  the  same. 
Cowboy’s  Driving  Heart 
No  matter  how  hard  the  cowpoke  seems  to  be  on 
;he  outside  his  heart  is  as  good  as  gold.  They  love  the 
irena  and  love  the  animals  they  ride  even  more.  And 
their  love  for  one  another  surpasses  that  found  on  any 
•ther  team  anywhere.  The  story  is  told  of  a rodeo  in 
lorthern  Utah  last  fall.  The  cowboy  rode  out  of  the 
„hute  on  the  back  of  an  ornery  brahma  bull.  Buck  as 
he  would  the  cowboy  sta3’‘ed  on  top  and  completed  one 
>f  the  most  beautiful  rides  ever.  But  getting  pff  after 
vhe  eight-second  ride  the  cowboy  slipped  and  was  tram- 
pled beneath  the  flying  hooves.  Later  another  cowboy 
was  called  forward  as  the  winner  of  the  silver  buckle. 
The  buckle  he’d  come  to  win,  and  he  turned  it  down. 

These  are  the  men  who  ride  the  arena  circuit.  And 
these  are  the  men  who’ll  ride  in  the  BYU  Arena,  Fri- 
day and  Saturday,  trying  to  take  home  a little  polished 
Imedal  being  offered  as  prizes. 
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“We  don’t  know  who  he  is,  but  he  sure  loves  rodeoing!” 
That’s  what  the  rodeo  club  said  about  this  little  red- 
head who’s  already  sure  what  he  wants  to  do  in  life  . . . 
he’s  going  to  be  a rodeo  cowboy.  He  probably  will,  too.

FRIDAY  night  the  rodeo  will 
be  held  at  7:30  p.m.  ^r.d  will  be 
continued  Saturday  night  at  the 
same  time. 

In  an  intercollegiate  rodeo  such 
as  this  one,  there  will  be  six  ev- 
ents that  the  teams  participate  in. 

Bareback  bronc  riding:  In  this 
event  a one  hand  rigging  is  to 
be  used.  The  rider  has  only  one 
hand  to  hold  on  with  and  may 
not  use  the  other  hand  at  all.  In 
order  to  qualify  the  rider  must 
ride  the  horse  for  a full  10  sec- 
onds. He  must  also  have  his 
spurs  over  the  break  of  the 
shoulders  when  the  horse’s  front 
feet  touch  the  ground.  If  the  ri- 
der touches  the  horse  with  his 
free  hand  then  he  is  disqualified. 

Saddle  bronc  riding:  Rules  are 
that  the  riding  rein  and  hand 
must  be  on  the  same  side.  As  in 
the  bareback  event  the  rider  must 
have  his  spurs  over  the  break  of 
the  shoulders  and  touching  the 
horse  when  front  feet  hit  the 
ground  first  jump  out  of  the 
chute.  The  rider  is  disqualified  for 
<)eing  bucked  off.  changing  hands 
on  the  reins,  losing  a stirrup,  or 
touching  the  animal,  saddle  or 
rein  with  his  free  hand. 

Calf  roping:  The  cowboy  las- 
sos the  calf  and  must  tie  any 
three  legs.  If  he  intends  to  use 
two  loops  the  cowboy  must  carry 
two  ropes.  If  the  calf  is  down 
when  the  roper  reaches  it,  he 
must  allow  the  calf  to  get  up 
and  then  throw,  the  calf.  The  tie 
must  hold  for  a full  6 seconds 
after  the  roper  calls  his  time. 

Steer  Wrestling:  First  of  all, 
the  steer  must  be  caught  from 
the  horse.  If  the  steer  gets  loose 
the  dogger  may  take  only  one 
step  to  catch  him.  The  steer  is 
down  only  when  it  is  lying  flat 
on  the  side,  all  four  feet  and 
head  straight. 

The  riding  is  to  be  done  with 
■Oie  hand  and  a loose  rope,  with 
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or  without  hand  hold.  Rope  must  i his  free  hand, 
have  a bell.

Finnish  Institute 
Attracts  Student 


Karen  Monson,  a sophomore  in 
political  science  from  Larchmont, 
N.  Y.  has  been  chosen  to  study 
Russian  from  June  10  to  August 
21,  at  a summer  language  insti- 
tute in  Finland. 

SHE  WILL  join  39  other  stu- 
dents from  iS^schooIs  for  the 
institute  in  Harvenpaa,  Finland. 

The  institute  is  a two-year-old 
cooperative  program  of  the  Uni- 
versities of  Kansas  and  Colorado, 
and  is  held  under  a Carnegie  Cor- 
poration grant  of  $67,000  for 
three  summers. 

The  40  students  will  study  in- 
termediate or  advanced  Russian 
in  the  Finnish  community  which 
contains  a substantial  Russian 
population.  The  climax  to  their 
program  will  be  a two-week 
study  tour  of  the  Soviet  Union  at 
the  end  of  the  summer.

Wages  Higher 
During  Summer 


Students  working  40  hours  a 
week  during  the  summer  for  the 
University  may  receive  wages  5 
to  20  cents  an  hour  higher  than 
the  school  year  rate,  according 
to  Keith  Duffin,  director  of  place- 
ment, Ext.  2071. 

TO  RECEIVE  such  a rate  re- 
quires a special  individual  recom- 
mendation from  the  dean  or  de- 
partment chairman.  Otherwise 
the  regular  $1  per  hour  will  be 
applied. 

Students  who  return  to  work 
or  are  hired  on  or  after  Sept.  1 
are  not  eligible  for  the  special 
summer  rate,  he  said. 

Only  full-time  summer  stu- 
dents or  Oiose  who  will  be  full- 
time students  during  fall  semes- 
ter are  eligible  for  student  em- 
ployment during  the  summer. 


Dr.  William  K.  Hamblin,  assoc- 
iate professor  of  geology  at  BYU, 
was  recently  elected  councilor  in 
mineralogy  by  the  Society  of  Ec- 
onomic Paleontologists  and  Min- 
eralogists.
